DETAILED ACTION 



Drawings 

The drawings are objected to as failing to comply with 37 CFR 1.84(p)(5) because they 
do not include the following reference sign(s) mentioned in the description: 21 (see for example 
paragraph [0003], line 3). Corrected drawing sheets in compliance with 37 CFR 1.121(d) are 
required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application. Any amended 
replacement drawing sheet should include all of the figures appearing on the immediate prior 
version of the sheet, even if only one figure is being amended. Each drawing sheet submitted 
after the filing date of an application must be labeled in the top margin as either "Replacement 
Sheet" or "New Sheet" pursuant to 37 CFR 1 .121(d). If the changes are not accepted by the 
examiner, the applicant will be notified and informed of any required corrective action in the 
next Office action. The objection to the drawings will not be held in abeyance. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 12: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly claiming the 
subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

Claim 13 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being indefinite for 
failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which applicant regards as 
the invention. Claim 13 is an apparatus claim depending from method claim 10. The Examiner 
suspects that Applicant intended claim 13 to depend from apparatus claim 12. For purposes of 
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expedited patent prosecution, the Examiner has examined the claims based on this assumption, 
below. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(a) the invention was known or used by others in this country, or patented or described in a printed publication in this 
or a foreign country, before the invention thereof by the applicant for a patent 

Claim 14 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(a) as being anticipated by Anderson et al. 

As per claim 14, Anderson et al. discloses a refrigeration unit 50 having a refrigerated 
space (Figure 2) and providing and terminating heat to the space in a pulsed on and off mode 
(column 5, lines 57-65). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 
The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

The factual inquiries set forth in Graham \. John Deere Co., 383 U.S. 1, 148 USPQ 459 
(1966), that are applied for establishing a background for determining obviousness under 35 
U.S.C. 103(a) are summarized as follows: 

1 . Determining the scope and contents of the prior art. 
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2. Ascertaining the differences between the prior art and the claims at issue. 

3. Resolving the level of ordinary skill in the pertinent art. 

4. Considering objective evidence present in the application indicating obviousness 
or nonobviousness. 

Claims 12 and 13 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Anderson et al. 

As per claim 12, Anderson et al. discloses a refrigeration unit 50 comprising a 
compressor (column 3, line 54), a sensor 40, a heating element 32 heating refrigeration unit 50 
(Figure 2), and a controller turning on and off the heating element in response to the sensed 
parameter (column 5, line 21 - column 6, line 14). Anderson et al. does not specifically discuss 
the compressor circulating a refrigerant/oil mixture. However, official notice is taken that this is 
a typical mixture used in refrigeration cycles that would have been obvious to one of ordinary 
skill in the art at the time of the invention to apply to the system of Anderson et al. for the typical 
purpose of keeping the compressor lubricated. 

As per claim 13, Anderson teaches the sensed parameter being an ambient temperature 
(in the vicinity of the heating element 40). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-11 are allowed. 

As per independent claim 1, the prior art does not teach the method combination as 
recited, and in particular wherein heat is provided when the sensed parameter exceeds a first 
threshold and terminating the heat when the parameter exceeds a second threshold.
